GEORGE H. GOODSPEED, PrupentiaL Commirrer.

If good teachers, when once obtained, could he retainec. 
it would greatly facilitate the success of ourschools. Th. 
too common habit of putting into the schools a new teach 
er each year and sometimes oltener, is detrimental to the 
best interests of the school. Successful school work is 
greatly embarrassed by the multiplicity and diversity o1 
studies, and we sincerely desire that a thorough elassi- 
fication of school work may soon beaccomplished. A thor- 
ough knowledge of the subjects taught, patience, energy, 
power of imparting knowledge and last, but not least, correct 
morals and quiet manners, these attributes of character 
the trne teacher possesses. The teacher has the great work 
of directing the harmonious development of the moral, in- 
tellcctual and physical nature of youth. His effort must 
have in view the formation of a noble manhood, womanhood 
and citizenhood, as well as intellectual vigor and physical 
strength. 

We would respectfully suggest that some action relative 
to a union of Districts 1 and 4 would be advisable, the 
houses being unsuitable for school purposes and the attend- 
ance small. If not a union, some action relative to an 
improvement in buildings, furniture and apparatus. Parents 
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and citizens have an interest inthe common schools second 
to no other; that they exhibit this interest in school visit- 
tations, not merely attending exercises on the “Last Day,” 
but at their convenience during the school year, is earnestly 
desired by teachers, pupils and Committee.
